House Passes Cut. 


The house on Feb. 2 passed a 


blU to cut taxes $8,500,000,000. The 
vote was 297 to 120. A two-thirds 
margin with some to spare. 


Senate

tended the house figure ' would 
have to be pared to win enough 
Democratic votes on a veto test.

Rent Controls May Die Next Week It 
House Demands 'Home Rule' Senator 
Believes, But Implies It May Yield 


WASHINGTON, March 
Senator Tobey (R-NH) said today 
he believes federal rent control! 
will die next week unless the house 
abandons its home rule provision. 
But he coupled this statement 
with a prediction that senate and 
house 
conferees 
will reach 
an 
agreement. Thus Tobey Implied he 
expects the house to give way. 


Tobey talked with reporters af- 
ter the first meeting of the joint 
conference committee. 
He said 
only minor points of the legisla- 
tion were considered. The confer- 
ees scheduled a second 
meeting 
late today. 


The home rule clause, the major 
stumbling block to an agreement 
of a new law, would give local rent 
boards full and final power to raise 
ceilings or lift controls entirely. 
Tobey said the senate will not 
yield en its o»nosftlon to the home 
rule clause because "It it clearly 
unconstitutional." 'The chairman 
of the senate banking commute* 


said he sees no way the home rule 
can be compromised—that either 
one side or the other will have to 
yield. 
The present rent control law ex- 
pires one week from Wednesday. 
House members of the confer- 
ence committee which must 
re- 
solve differences between the two 
versions are pledged to fight for 
such a home rule provision. The 
senate Is opposed to It. 
Chairman Tobey (R-NH, of the 
senate banking committee called 
the first joint session today.

tuberculosis could be reduc- 
ed to a minor status with 
only ten years of effort, the 
cost for those ten years could 
hardly be toq^great.

The tax collector, for

The 
committee charges that the 
federal Bureau of Internal 
Revenue is inefficient. Of 
the collectors, ,the commit- 
tee had this to say:
